APPENDIX 

INTERIM RECOMMENDATION OF THE 

THIRD WAGE BOARD FOR THE SUGAR 
INDUSTRY RELATING TO INTERIM 
RELIEF 

The Government of India have set up a Third 
Wage Board for the Sugar Industry (hereinafter the 
Board) vide Resolution No. V. 2403011185-WB dated 
17th July, 1985. 

2. The Members of the Board during discussion 
raised the issue of Interim Relief to the workers 
on the ground that the research and deliberations 
in the matter of submission of final Report may take 
quite sometime. A few representations on similar 
lines have also been received from sugar workers 
associations. The issue of Interim Relief has, thus, 
been considered. The better assistance, the Board de¬ 
cided to hear the views of some of the representatives 
of the employers and workers. Notices were conse¬ 
quently issued to selective representatives of the 
sugar industry workers and their employers and 
they appeared in response thereto. They have been 
heard by the Board exclusively on the issue of 
Interim Relief. 


3. The Board has carefully considered the points 
raised by the parties. Keeping in view the totality 
of the situation, there appears to be justification for 
allowing some Interim Relief to the workers though 
it may neither be proper nor desirable to disturb the 
existing V. D. A. formula at this stage without 
minute examination. 

4. The following recommendations are made by 
way of Interim relief : 

(i) The workers covered by the Second Wifge 
Board Report shall be eligible for tne 
interim relief; 

(ii) The workers reaching the maximum of the 
grade shall continue to earn annual incre¬ 
ments in their existing time scales till the 
submission of the final award. 

(iii) The workers who have already reached the 
maximum of scale one year or more on the 
first of January, 1986, shall be entitled to 
the next increment in the existing scale 
w.e.f. the 1st of January, 1986; 

(iv) The workers shall be paid Rs. 451- per 
month with effect from the date of the ex¬ 
piry of the last Agreement between the 
workers and the management or 1st of 
January, 1986, whichever is earlier, till the 
submission of the final award.
